SAN Fnascrco, July 30.—The steafmer 
Dora arrived from Behring sea last night 
and brings the first detailed news of tle cap- 
ture of the British sealer, Black Diamond, by 
the United States revefine cutter, Richard 
Rush, on July lith. The Rush overtook the 
Black Diamond and ordered her to heave to.

in Houston county has made moncy and a 
great deal of it. Consequently they are happy 
and upon every face there isa smile of con- 
tentment. A great deal ot fruit was lost on 
account of the short supply of crates, but no 
one seems to be grieying over it, for everyoue 
has made much mere than he expected. 

Mr. E. B. Baldwin,at Marshallville,sold from 
seven hundred trees on not quite four acres 
$2,000 worth of fruit, exclusive of freight and 
commissions. 

Major George T. Joes, after making one 
shipment from an eight-aecre orchard, on ac- 
count of being unable to secure more crates, 
sold the remainder of his fruit as it stood on 
the trees for $800 to Mr. Joseph Deitson, of 
Chattanooga, a crate manufacturer, and Mr. 
Deitson cleared $1,000 on the trade. 

A dozen such instances could be cited. 
Every bedy made money. 

The remarkable phase of the crop was the 
high prices that kave ranged throughout the 
season. The Etbertas have not sold 
for less than $3.50 a crate, which 
is about two-thirds of a@ bushel. . 

There have been about 

240 CARS OF PEACHES 

Shipped this season from Fort Valley 
and Murshallville, and about that 
many thousand dollars received in Hous- 
ton county for them. This enermous. 
amount of money from peaches alone has had 
the effect of making almast every one in this 
section of the state ambitions to go into the 
business, and consequently Mr. Rumph has 
already received orders for many more trees 
than he can supply from his nursery. 
He sel!s them at fifty dollars per thousand, 
and only having one hundred thousand Elber - 
tas, lias already received more orders than he 
can fill. Altogether he has about a million 
trees of different varieties in his nur- 
sery,\ from which, if he_ selis them 
all at fifty dollars a thousand, he 
will-re#pive $50,000. However, the expenses

Two weeks 
ago they had to haul three cars of 
ico all the way § from Chattanooga, 
being unable to secure it in either Atlanta, 
Macon or other near places.

“1 have a few acres of these Elberta trees,’’ 
said Mr. Raumph, ‘‘that are four and five yetrs 
old, and from these I gathered about five 
hundred bushels per acre this season. 
I received from five to six dollars a bushel for 
them.”’ 

That would be, putting it at the lowest fig- 
ure, five dollars a bushel,

“Tiowever,’’ continued Mr. Ramph, ‘‘much 
of my orchard isin young trees.

The palatial resi- 
dence of the old master was burned during the 
war and was never rebuilt. About the site, 
thhowever, some eight or ten small cabins have 
been built. There are none but negroes on the 
place. The property has passed into the hands 
of non-residents, and of late years has been 
sadly neglected. Its present poverty and aban- 
;donment are a mockery of the old plantation.

isolated and well calculated to nurse and en- 
wourage the 

NATURAL SUPERSTITION OF THE NEGROES, 
and Dupont Bell needed no remarkable powers 
of mind or body to maintain successfully the 
role he assumed. The fact that he was insane 
g@ided rather than embarrassed him. Then 
dames, an ignorant negro justice of the peace, 
Was equally successful in the same character. 
Shedrick Walthour, another negro, made an 
excellent King Solomon, and finally a black 
egress, twenty-cight yearsof age, and the 
mother of eight children, is queen of Sheba 
and also god. The negroes have crowded into 
these little cabins until the cabins will hold 
mo more. Many others have built up fires and 
are sleeping by them in the openair. Not less

men, women and children. Besides this 
number, fully as many more followers live 
near enough to go home and divide their time 
sleeping at home. Others content themselves 
with an occasional visit to the queen, as they 
did the two Christs and King Solomon before 
her, and refuse to altogether quit work. About 
one hundred yards from the row of cabins are 
two immense live oak trees, the spreading 
branches of which meet and form a sort of 
archway. Under this is still standing a small 
table, and arranged around the _ table 
making a circle some - forty foot in 
diameier, are numbers of rude benches. A 
seat is made by driving four stakes into the 
ground at convenient distances ; apart, ‘and 
placing loosely upon them a fiat plank. That

The two Christe and King Solomon have all 
held meetings there, and there it was that the 
human sacrifice was offered.

It is to be regretted that Tux WEEKLY 
CoNSTITUTION fails to meet the approval of 
the Russian censor of the press. We are 
informed that our subseribers in that coun- 
try are in the habit of having their intellec- 
tual food, or, as we may say, their intellec- 
tual pabulam, interfered with in a way that 
is likely to arouse indignation in patriotic 
- American circles. 

One of our subscribers in St. Petersburg 
sends us a fragment of Tux WEEKLY Con- 
STITUTION, which is all that is permitté 1 
reach him. A very interesting — { 
is scratched out with a red 
marked ‘'18,’”’ which shows that the offense 
is a growing one. 

The red pencil is evidently wielded by the 
censor himself, after which the paper was 
turned over to his office-~boy, who blotted 
out the obnogous paragraph by some sort of 
machine that does its work passing well. 
- Referring to our files, we discover that the 
paragraph is headed ‘‘Bootlicking the 
_€zar,’”’ and is taken from the New York 
World. It is as follows: 
~ Ip October, 1888, Colonel F. Parker, of Castleton, 
Vt., wrote a letter to the czar of Russia congratuiat- 
ing him on the escape from death of bimself and 
family by a serious accident to the train on which 
they were traveling. On Saturday the colonel re- 
ceived a letter from the Russian minister at Wash- 
ington in which he said that he was instructed by 
his imperial majesty to ackuowledge the receipt of 
the ictter and to convey to Colonel Parker the 
thanks of the czar for the kind expressions con- 
tained therein. Colonel Parker will preserve tho 
letter with a number of others which he has re- 
ceived from notable people in this and other coun- 
tries. The czar does not seem to understand that 
Colonel Parker is a fraud, and perhaps a dead beat. 
Why shon!d any decent American trouble himself 
about the personal affairs of a Russtan czar. 

The fact that this mild paragraph has 
been suppressed convinces us that the czar 
is a sensitive plant, and if we had known 
this fact before, not for the world would 
the obnoxious paragraph have been admit- 
ted. Heretofore, we have looked on the 
czar as a sort of royal bum who was 80 se- 
cure in his position that he didn’t care what 
his neighbors said; but it seems we were 
mistaken. Our subscriber writes:

As an 
especial favor, I have been permitied to receive a 
copy of a confiscated WEEKLY CONSTITUTION with 


the censor’s explanation. 
fully enclose in the hope that it may be of interest,

A Serious Question. 

It appears that the author of the Olive 
bill has determined to leave the provision 
for the forfeiture of charters in the bil). 
The amendments he announces do not alter 
this provision. The bill, therefore, if it 
becomes a law, even as amended, will still 
contain the paragraph looking to a for- 
feiture of charters. So long as this feature 
of the bill remains unchanged it will be 
without warrant in the constitution. 

The clause in the constitution which it 
purports to carry ont is as follows: 

“*S. 5007, Par. TV. Buying stock, etc., 
fn other corporations; competition—The 
general assembly of this state shall bave no 
power to authorize any corporation to buy 
shares, or stock, in any other corporation 
in this state, or elsewhere, or to make 
any contract or agreement, whatever, with 
any such corporation, which may have the 
effect, or be intended tu have the effect, to 
defeat or lessen cowpetition in their re- 
spective businesses, or to encourage mo- 
nopoly; and all such contracts and agree- 
ments shall be illegal-and void.’ 

It will be seen ata glance that there is 
nothing in this provision which authorizes 


the forfeiture of a-charter of a corporation.

The old 
confederates will do to count on at all 
times and under all circumstances. 


The Lease of the State Road. 

We think the legislature is making a great 
mistake in trying to lease the Western and 
Atlantic railroad without a settlement with 
the present lessees. No one doubts the fact 
that the state owes the lessees something for 
rolling stock, &c., but how much and how 
it shall be paid is the question. Wedo not 
believe under a strict construction of the 
lease act that the state owes a dollar for bet- 
terments proper. The lessees are bound 
under the lease act to turn over the road in 
as good condition as it was when they leased 
it. Suppose at the end of the lease it is in 
no better condition some one, either the 
state or the future lessees will lose a large 
sum of money. 

We think it is much better for the present 
legislature to settle these questions than 
to leave them open. We think it can be 
done openly and squarely, and on fair terms 
and that the state will make money by taking 
g#teps to have it done. Unless it isdone the 
question will be an open one—and when the 
road is leased under the pending bill—it will 
be a question whether the road is the one 
leased or not. Suppose at the expiration of 
the present leage the new lessees say, this 
is not the road we leased. It will cost us a 
half million dollars or more to put it in con- 
dition to come up to a road we expected to 
lease, &c., and it is thrown back on the 
state. We will lose more than even the 
present lessees claim for betterments. The 
settlement of this matter is a plain business 
proposition,and the lefislature ought to take 
hold of it in the right spirit and dispose of 
it fairly, and without it prejudice.

After joinimg an artillery company he 
served in the army of Tennessee. 
His record shows that he fought bravely and 
He served all 
through the Georgia campaigns; until one day 
he was struck in the head by a piece of 
shell. His skull was crushed in and he was 
carried off the field to die. It was found. 
however, that by removing part of the bone 
and trepanning his head his life could be saved, 
He suffered terribly and when he finally re- 
covered he was a wreck of his former self. 


After the war he purchased alittle farm in 
Bartow eounty and there he was made to suffer 
for the part he had taken in the contest. The 
other negroes refused to have anytNing to do 
with bim because they said he had fought to 
keep them in slavery. For years he 
could not hire any one to work 
for him, and his wounded 
head frequently made it impossible for him to 
work for himself. 

As Eli had been a good citizen for many 
years some of the gentlemen of Bartow became 
interested in his case, and two months ago an 
application for a pension was made in his be- 
half. The case was referred to Judge Nisbet, 
and he decided that the pension could not be 
granted, first, because the ‘application was in 
some respects insuflicient, but chiefly because 
the confederate states did not authorize the 
enlistment of negroes, and consequently he 
never was a confederate soldier, and had no 
rights as such. : 

Pickett’s white friends in Bartow county re- 
fused to take this decision as final. Major 
Roper had a long consultation yesterday with 
Major Foute and Dr. Felton, the rep- 
resentatives of Bartow county, and it was 
decided that as soon as the requirements of 
the law could be complied with a local bill for 
pe relief should be presented to the legisla- 

ure. 

Acting on this plan Major Roper returned 
to Cartersville last night, and today a bill will 
be posted at the courthouse stating that at 
the expiration of thirty days Major Foute will 
present such a bill to the legislature. 

20th Dr. Felton and Major Foute say that 
Pickett is a deserving man, and they will use 
every effort to gain hima pension, if only to 
show the people of the north that Georgia will 
grant 2 negro a pension if he has been faithful. 


The State Road. 
From the Athens, Ga,, Banner. 

Perhaps the most important matter with 
which the general assemby will have to deal wiih 
is the disposition of all questions affecting the 
state’s interest in-the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
The lease of the property seems to have been de- 
termined upon, and an act for this purpose has 
already been prepared and reported to the house 
by the committee. We publish in another column 
the opinions expressed by various persons in THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION in regard to certain see- 
tions of the leage act. These criticisms should have 
the eareful eonsideration which the 
im portafice and =. gravity of the ques- 
tion involved demands, It is manifestly 
to the interest of the state to obtain as high a bid as 
possible for the new lease, and itis obvious that 
this can best be accomplished by an agreement 
upon the part of the state and the present lessees to 
to deliver the property tothe successful bidderin a 
first-class condition and well equipped, This, 
therefore, raises the question as to what may be 
the duty of the present lessees in this respect? 
There seems now to be no comtroversyor dis- 
agreement as to the excess of rolling 
stock, which is conceded to the present lessees, and 
by right doubtless belongs to them; but there ap- 
pears to be a deeided diversity of opinion as to what 
ciaim the present lessees have for betterments tothe 
fixed property—tracks, sidings. depots,etc. We have 
all along entertained the belief that the lessees 
could ciaim nothing from the state on this account, 
and we shonld be loath to concede that any such 
claim is well founded; but as we proceed 
with tbe investigation, judging from what we 
have read and heard on the subject, there is at 
least a doubt on this point. Under the lease con- 
tract entered into with the state in 1871, the lessees 
are required to ‘‘return the property in as good con- 
dition as it was received from the statc.”’ It is con- 
ceded that the property isin amueh better condi- 
tion, snd it. is claimed by the lessees that they can- 
not be required to deliver the property in any better 
condition than that in which they received it; 
and that therefore they may allow it (with- 
out Violation of the contract) to deteriorate 
between now and the expiration of the present 
lease, some eighteen months hence. The facts as 
we understand them, much as we would wish them 
otherwise, seems to create a doubt on this point. 
That the state can only hope to obtain the highest 
possible bid by offering the property in a good con- 
dition and well equipped is, to our mind, a very 
clear proposition. And that the state cannot afford 
to guarantee to do this without a like guarantee 
from the present lessees is likewise clear. 
To give sich @ guarantee without an agreement 
with the present lessees to keep this property 
up to the present standard, would be likely to in- 
volye the atate toa much larger extent than the 
present lessees claim for betterments, What there- 
fore, ought the legislature todo? It cannot afford to 
delay; it must act, and that, too, before bids are 
invited under the new lease act; in fact, before the 
new act is passed. For to pass it without defining 
clearly what property aud the condition of the 
property the new lessees are to receive, would be to 
trifle with an important question in an unbusiness 
like manner, depreciate the amounts of the , bids, 
aud Jeave the whole subjectin doubt. 

It bas been intimated that the present lessees do 
not wtsh the matter settled. This, we are neither 
prepared to affirm nor deny. Oue thing is clear to 
our mind, and that is, that every interest of the 
people of Georgia demands a prompt settlement. 
We repeat again that we originally believed the 
lessees had no claim,and we are not disposed to 
concede that they have; but the queetion is 
involved in to much doubt, and the  re- 
moval of this doubt- is 80 manifestly to 
the interests of the state, that some me- 
dium or method ofsettlement should be provided. 
What this method is to be, we care nof. If the 
general assembly, by direct negotiations with the 
parties can reach a settlement, well and good. If 
not, let it be settled by a voard of arbitratioh—com- 
posed of the truest and best men in Georgia, elected 
by both interest and confirmed. if you please by the 
senate. Let this commission determine if any~ 
thing be duo, and if due. what amount. 

We have hitherto had little or nothing to say 
upon this subject; but the question is now upon -us, 
and cannot longer be avoided or Aelayed. 

The interests of the state, the honor and integrity 
of the people of Georgia im peratively demand that 
something should be done to adjust this matter 
speedily. The state canmot afford to wrong its 
humbiest citizen. It Cannotafford, in a question 
involving so much, to refuse to provide a tribunal 
through which ali doubts and claims against the 
road may be remoyed aud justice meted out to the 
claimants, 

Governor Gordon, in a message to the general as- 
sembly in Noyember last, said “that the road, if 
leased, should be vifered for lease unineuimbered 
with any claims of any kind.” And the wisdom of 
these suggestions have grown more and more im- 
portant from day to day.

THE COMMISSION ER OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Bill to Make the Oftiee Elective Passes 
the House. 

Colonel Atkinson’s bill to make the office of 
cominissioner of agriculture elective, passed 
the house yesterday.

I do know, how- 
ever, that nothing of that sort effects my vote, 
one way or another. Judge Henderson and 
his department fought me and my Dill, but I 
never let anything of that sort effect me.

After listening to the city’s argument, all he 

could extract from it was that the city would 
- extend the xgis of its protection over the new 
territory., The benefit was not to the people to 
be taken in, but to Atlanta. The only reason 
for the present extension was that other peo- 
ple had done it. The quarter mile to be taken 
in pow wil) cover abeut as much land as the 
original mile. There are about 100 miles 
of streets in Atlanta unpaved and 
not laid ont. “Out this window,” 
said he, “you can see the limit of the original 
mile incorporation. The woods mark the mile 
point and you have keener eyes than I if you 
ean see any evidence of a city beyond that. 
From the cemetery east to the city line At- 
lanta bas never stuck a pick, laid out a street 
or put in a gas or-water pipe. Those people 
bave been paying taxes for twenty-three years 
without a single privilege. No protection 
against fire. That will be the fateof the 
country to be taken in 

“That means that the city has assessed its 
property $54,000,000 and now proposes to get 
this quarter mile extension to pledge for 
bonds hereafter to be issued. They are nearly 
up to the seven per cent limit.” 

“Do you state that as a fact?’’ asked Mr. 
Goodwin. . 

“T state iton information written out and 
hanced to me.’’

Colonel Hulsey then referred to Inman park 
saying he didn’t know whether the city in- 
tended to pay them for the improvements or 
not.

“It reminds me of a boy who heard a preacher 
say ‘ye must be born again,’ and went home 
crying. ‘What’s the matter, said his mother. 
‘I don’t want to be born again,’ said the boy 
whimpering, ‘I’m afraid I might be a gal.’ 
The people of West End have some such feel- 
ing’as that. 

“I would vastly prefer that you would take 
in the whole ofus. Ail of us would prefer 
that. Then submit it toa yote of the whole 
of West End.” 

Mr. J. Henly Smith said in behalf of 
West End: I nave a few words to say as to the 
right or propriety of the city of Atlanta to take 
this step, or propose to take it. I deny the 
right of the city to take in any people without 
their consent. West Ind, to keep from being 
taken in, asked the legislature for a charier 
and gotit. They have as much right as At- 
lanta, and have as much right to respect. . It 
was not neighborly conduct for Atlanta to at- 
tempt to take her in without consuliing her 
wishes.”’ 

MR. PENDLETON’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Pendleton said that after hearing the 
discussion he thought it a wise remark of Mr. 
Diilon that it was of doubtful propriety to in- 
corporate any village near a large city. He 
wished to disavow some of the motives that 
had been attributed tothe mayor aud council— 
the inereasce of the population or the increase 
of the territory for issuing bends He had 
heard none of these things mentioned by the 
mayor ane councilinen and did not suppose 
they had ever entered their heads. Certainly 
these things could not be stated here as facts. 

There were no special reasons for extension. 
There were only the general reasons for ex- 
tension that apply to all growing citics. He 
did not know of any rule requiring the im- 
provement of the city in a circle. The city 
was spending a jiarge amount of money in 
Grant park. Colonel Hulsey said that only 
he and four or five widows lived in that part 
of the territory ito be taken in. There had 
been as much building there as in any other 
section around Atlanta. Extension was nec- 
essary on account of the extcusion of the sew- 
erage and police system. The sewers had in 
some instances been built to the corporate 
limits. In some places you could not tell 
where the city limits were. All around At- 
lanta there were improvements far beyoud 
the city limits. 

He was surprised to hear Mr. Smith say that 
there avas no need of police in West End when 
the papers had been full of the stories of the 
soldriers running over the back yards and tak- 
ing possession offhe place. 

**] didn’t see that,”’ said Mr. Smith. ° 

“T saw it,’’ said Mr. Pendleton. 

A gentleman from West End asked if it was 
the article he wrote. He didn’t let them run 
over his yard. He took care of the soldiers on 
his premises. 

“You had to make an illegal arrest. The 
private citizeus arrested them,’’ said Mr. Pen- 
dleton. ‘ 

“Haven’t you got asheriff?” asked Judge 
Hoyt. 

Yes,” said Mr. Pendleton, ‘‘and I see that 
West End has to depend onthe state officers 
fora good deal. Those fine roads were built 
by the county and Atlanta pays ninety-five per 
cent of the tax of the county. If West End 
can’t suppress disorder she does not deserve to 
exist as a corporation.”’ 

Hie disputed the statement of Judge Hoyt 
thatthe state had noright toinclude West Ead 
without repealing the charter. The only 
thing was net to interfere with the constiiu- 
tional rights of creditors. He’ argued that the 
suburbs had received largely the benefits of 
the city and had borne none of the burdens. 

Colonel Hulsey asked if they did not assume 
all the burdens as soon as they came in. 

“Yes, thatis whatI say. But it is true now 
as I said that they share largely of the benciits 
without the burdens.”’ . 

Colonel Hulsey asked if Decatur and Mari- 
etta did not share some benefits. 

‘‘T submit that the committe@cannot be mis- 
led by an areumeni of that sort. I speak 
of these suburbs right here near «Atlanta. 
which share largely of the beyefits of the city. 
The difficulties of the case increase as time 
goeson. Another extension will go beyond 
West End and then we will havea small cor- 
poration ina large one. It will be harder to 
extend if you putit off. There is no legal 
difliculty in the way but there are immense 
dificultics in the postponement of it. It is 
simply a little settlementof Atlanta people 
who make their money in Atlanta. They have 
asmall debt, and it is asimple matter to take 
them in now, but let things go on and the debt 
and other difficulties will grow. 

“It is a wise thing not to interfere with the 
growth of municipalities.

He would rather leave 
out Edgewood than do that. “The city does 
not want to have the duty of paying tribute in 
specific suin laid upon her by the legislature. 

“Colonel. Hulsey’s apprehensions—and 
esteem him highly—that the city of Atlanta 
has any sinister motives with reference. to 
taking in territory to issue bonds upon, have 
absolutely no foundation except in his capa- 
cious imagination. We wantto extend be- 
cause we haye faith that Atlanta will be a still 
greater city. Iam surprised tosee gentlemen 
come up here and complain of Atlanta, the 
city that gives them sustenance. What we 
want is to have this contigu®us territory whose 
population depends on Atlanta for existence 
broughtin. Weare willing to have this ques- 
tion in West End submitted toa vote of the 
people. We think it would be best to let 
the first quarter mile vote first, but if you 
think it best for all of West End to vote we 
ure willing to submit. <As to the rest, we 
think with a population of 75,000 the time has 
come to take them in.”’ 

Mr. J. G. Woodward, of the council, ad- 
dressed the committee on some points he had 
not heard broached. As chairman of the street 
committee, he knew what had been expended. 
Atlanta spent $20,000 on the first two blocks of 
Edgewood avenue, and had spent and con- 
tracted to spend $40,000 in all, of which the 
East Atlanta Land company were getting the 
benefit. 

He did not think any such limitation should 
be engrafted in the bill. The measure origi- 
nated in a resolution he introduced, and he 
knew there was no unworthy motive actuating 
the council. 

He mentioned the case of Carondalet and 
St. Louis with miles of woods between and the 
legislature extended St. Louis over Caronda- 
let. He did not think there was any trouble 
about the case of West Eni. 

Mr. Eilis asked if the city spent the money 
in developing the street for any other purpose 
thau’ to develop the contiguous property. 

Mr. Woodward said there had not been any 
other obiect. 

Mr. Ellis asked if it weuld not have paid the 
city to open the avenue.

This concluded the hearing on the question 
of extension and the committee adjourned to 
meet at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon, when 
Judge Hopkins will be heard in behalf of the 
Chattahoochee Brick coinpany in opposition to 
the convict labor amendment.

COURT CHAT. 


JUDGE RICHARD CLARK HEARS 
SOME MOTIONS YESTERDAY. 


Permanent Receiver” Apppointed for Gloer & Pres- 
nell, Liquor Dealers—A $25,000 Damage Suit— 
Sslicitor Hill Too Unwell to Attend Couart— 
Judge Clark Postpones Several Hearings on 
That Account, 


The motion for permanent receiver in the 
case against Presnell & Gloer, liquor dealers, 
was heard by Judge Richard H. Clark yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Charles Blalock was appointed perma- 
nent receiver, and was instructed by Judge 
Clark to allow Presnell & Gloer until Satur- 
day to Beliver up their assets. 

_ The bill asking for a recéiver was filed sev- 
. eral weeks ago. The applicants are Mayer Sons 
& Co., of Cincinnati, F. M. Potts, Atlanta, 


| Charles F. Pfeifer & Co., Cincinnati, Biuen- 


thal & Bickart, Atlanta, and 8. PinKerssohn 
& Co., New York. 

The liabilities are placed at about $4,000. 
When the bill was filed. T. W. Birney was ap- 
pointed temporary receiver. 

In the bill some very queer transactions 
were alleged to have taken place. 

The history of the firm dates from the open- 
ing of their saloon on Broad street. This was 
conducted for some time, then another house 
Was opened on Marietta street. 
mained at the old stand and Presnell took 
charge of the Marietta stfeet place. No notice 


| of dissolution was published, but liquors were 


purchased by both parties. The stock was 
nearly all bought on time, from sixty to ninety 


days. 

From the invoices both houses should have 
been well stocked, but when the 
lapse came, a comparatively small amount 
of stuff was found. That’s where the funny 
business is alleged to have been done. The 
bill claims that the liquors, which had been 
bought on time and had been made way with 
by selling at almost half their value, and also 
that some had been removed and secreted. 
‘The liquor men deny this and yesterday in- 
troduced testimony to that effect. 

But a detective has been working up the 
ease. In hisstill hunt he found three barrels 
of whisky at T. J. Bond’s house, on Chestnut 
street, in a wood shed, under a pile of stove 
wood. A half barrel was also found buried 
under the house of Jack Mills. a negro, who 
lives on Mills street. oth parties stated that 
the liquor was the property of Presnell & 
Gloer. 

To further. secure their scoop a couple of 
mortgages were made on the two stocks. 
Presnell drew one on the Marietta street store 
in favor of himself as trustee for his two minor 
daughters, which was for an amount sutiicient 
to cover the stock and fixtures. Gloer made 
another to his brother-in-law, J. T. Bond, 
which also covered the Broad street stock. 
Presnell has offered to settle his part of the in-- 
debtedness for seventy-five cents on the dollar. 

These mortgages are claimed to be illegal 
and Presnell and Gloer will have to turn over 
their assets by Saturday. 

Another Receiver. 

Judge Clark also beard an application for re- 
ceiver forthe Smith Chemical Works. The re- 
ceiver was not asked on the ground of in- 
volvency, but simply as a means of arriving at 
a settlement between Mr. O. A. Smith and 
Colonel A. Leyden, the proprietors. The 
financial condition of the concern is good, but 
more capital was needed to successfully carry 
on the business. Colonel Leyden refused to 
put in his share and Mr. A. P. Stewart was 
appointed temporary receiversome time ago. 
Since then Mr. Smith has made a proposition 
to Colonel Leyden to buy or sell for $14,000. 

Judge Clark allowed the gentlemen ten days 
in which to settle the difficulty. If an agree- 
ment is not reached by that time areceiver will 
be granted. 

For 825,000 Damages. 

Mary E. Ellison filed suit. in the superior 
court yesterday against the Georgia Railway 
and Banking company for $25,000 damages. 
The billavers that her son, Morgan Ellison, 
aged seventeen years, was killed by being 
knocked from the top of afreight car, which 
was passing under Bell street bridge. The car 
belonged to the Central Rauroad company, 
and the accident happened on the night of 
December 2ist last. Ellison had only been in 
the employ of the company two days, and was 
on the car by order of the conductor. Negli- 
gence is charged in that there were no signals 
to warn the brakeman of the nearness of the 
bridge. 

4 Tailor in Court. 

Judge Landrum heard a novel case. yester— 
day. Miss Mary Mareus was the plaintiff and 
a Russian Jew named Boroschoff, was the de- 
fendant. The suit was for the recovery of $50, 
claimed by Miss Marcus as wages earned 
while working in Boroschoff’s tailorshop, Boro- 
schoff had recently taken out a:homestead, 
under which he could not be forced to pay 
borrowed money, but could be made to settle a 
laberer’s lien. His defense was that he had 
paid Miss Marcus all he owed her for work, 
and thatthe $50 was borrowed money. The 
judge couldn’t see the point exactly. and re- 
served his decision for farther investigation.

The Amendments. 
The first section of the bill as reported pro- 
vides for the lease, for not less than twenty 
years, not less than $35,000 per month; for not 


“less than thirty years for not less than $40,000 


per month; and for not less than fifty years for 
not lesa than $45,000 per month. 

To this section seven gentiemen had amend- 
ments. 

Mr. West wants the lease restricted to a 
period of not less than fifty years and the 
minimum rental to be $45,000 per month. 

Mr. Patterson’s amendment provides that 
the rental shall be ‘‘used exclusively for the 
education of the children of the state, and ap- 
portioned betwecn the white and colored races 
in such manner and such proportion asthe 
general assembly of the state may hereafter 
direct; provided that not more than one sixth 
of such rental shall ever be devoted to the 
State university and the branch colleges 
thereof.”’ 

Mr. Hnff’s amendment is to that portion of 
the section defining the property to be leased, 
making the latter part of that portion of the 
section read: “Depots and appurtenances of 
4very character, with only so much of the real 
estate at either end and along the line of the 
road as may be necessary for the proper and suc- 
cessful operation of the soad,’’ The new part 
is that after the word ‘‘character.’’ 


- Mr. Johnson, of Campbell, would insert af- 


ter that same word ‘“‘character,’’ the following: 
‘In the same condition as the property shall 
be returned tothe state by the present lessees; 
the state guarantees the property shall bein 
as good condition as when leased to the pres- 


ent lessees.”’ 

Mr. Thurman, of Walker, wants to make 
the lease for only twenty years and at a mini- 
mum rental of $35,000" per month. 

Mr. Matthews, of Houston, wants to provide 
that the road shall not be leased for aterm 
lounger than one hundred years. He also wants 
to provide that the lease shall not cover the 
property monitioned by the commissioners as 
property which may be sold without injury to 
the road. Another amendment of the same 
gentleman stipulates that the governer shall 
‘advertise for’’ the lease. ° 

Mr. Willi ams, of Upson, amends by provid- 
ing that half the money shall goto common 
school purposes, the other half to general pur - 
poses. 

TO SECTION THREE. 

Section 3 is a favorite with the amendment 
manufacturers. The section provides for turn- 
ing over the property to the new lessees, and 
for the state again taking possession in case of 
default on the part of the lessees. 

Mr. Tigner amends by striking from the sec- 
tion the words ‘“‘subject to the right of the 
present lessecs at option to deliver the property 
therein specified, if in as good condition as 
wheu received by them, or upon failure to do 
so. then to account for the samo in money.’ 

Mr. Rankin strikes out the first portion of 
the section and provides: ‘‘That before the 
road and its appurtenances are offered for 
lease, it shall bs ascertained by arbitration or 
other wise, as this general assembly shall de- 
termine, between the state and the present 
lessees, whether the road and its appurtenances 
and equipment shall be offered for lease in 
their present condition, and what compensa- 
tion, if any, the present lessees shall 
receive for delivering the road and its 
appurtenances and equipments in such condi- 
tion to the lessee or lessees under this act. In 
case of agreement between the state and pres- 
ent lessces, then the road, its appurtenances 
and entire present equipment, in the condition 
they now are, shall be offered for lease. In 
case of failure to agree on or before the 15th of 
September next, then the road and its appurte- 
nances shall be offered without further guar- 
anty to the lessee under this act than that the 
same shall be in as good condition as when 
received from the state by the present lessees. 

Mr. Glenn strikes out the first partof the 
section and inserts in its stead: ‘‘The roadbed 
in its present condition, natural wear and tear 
only excepted, and the personal property as 
per inventory of tile in executive office. or its 
equivalent in kind.”’ Another amendm:nt of 
the same gentleman makes this same portion 

read: ‘“*The roadbed in ifs present condition, 
natural wear and tear only excented, and the 
personal property in the hands of the State at 
the expiration of the present lease.’ 

Mr. Holtzclaw wants the third section to 
read: ‘*That said tease shall in no way interfere 
with the contract now existing between the 
stute and the present lessees, and the lessees 
under this act shall receive the road- 
bed in its present condition, natural wear and 
tear excepted, the personalty as per inventory 
of file in the secretary of state’s ofiice, or the 
value thereof in money; provided, that if 
money is received by said jessees, the stm re- 
ceived shall be, by said lessees 
expended in tpe purchase of _ roli- 
ing stock to be used on the Western and At- 
lantic rhilroad, and to belong totiie state, an 
inventory of which rolling stock purchased 
shall be tiled by said lessees in the oftice of the 
secretary of state and be subject to the pro- 
visions of this act as other personal property 
received by the lessees from the state.’ 

SECTION FOUR 

The only amendment to section 4 is that of 

Mr. Matthews, who provices that the lessces 


shall have sixty days in which to make good | 


any depreciation which there may be to the 
bonds deposited with the State. The bill says 
this must be done ‘‘at once.’ 

SECTION FIVE. 

This section brings forth amendments from 
four gentlemen. It provides for the appoint - 
ment of a commission to take an inventory of 
the property, and fér the organization of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad company. 

Mr. Huff wants the inventory made sixty 
days before the expiratien of the present lease 
instead of after such expiration, and other 
minor amendments. 

Mr. Jolnson, of DeKalb, thinks the com -« 
mission, to take their inventory, should con- 
sist of three citizens instead of five. 

Mr, Tatum wants to insert the provision 
concerning the men to go on this commission, 
that they shal! take oath that they are neither 
directly or indirectly interested in the present 
or future lease of the road. 

Mr. Gordon, of Chatham, changes that por- 
tion providing for the organization of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad company, so as 
io make it read: “‘Become the lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. The Western 
and Atlantic railroad shall be, and tne same is 
hereby incorporated under the name of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad company, with 
the state of Georgia as sole owner an stock- 
holder, and the said corporation shall have all 
the powers conferred by the general railroad 
laws of this state. The lessee under this Act 
shall conduct and maintain sald road under 
the name of the Western and Atlafitic rail- 
rovd* but said lessee shall alone be responsible 
for all contracts and liabilities incu during 


} said lease and.as lessees.”

+. How does the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
company propose to settle for such property as can- 
not be returned in as good condition as it was when 
received, 

& Whatand of what value is the property the 
state owns in Tennessee, which is not necessary to 
the business of the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

7. Ascertain fully the reason why the city of 
Chattanooga desires the removal of the freight 
Gepot, whether it will benefit the state and what 
inducements the city of Chattanooga will offer for 
such rem: yal. 

8. Aseeriain whether the city of Chatianooga and 
Hamilton county occupies, uses, claims the right to 
occupy any part of the state’s property in Tennes- 
see, and by what autbority it is so occupied. 

% Gives the committee authority to employ a 
stenorapher at court rates. 

10. Gives power to send for persons anc papers, 
and to employ & serecant-at- arms. 

On motion of Senator Hall the resolution 
was referred to tle newly appointed committee 
on the Western and Atlantic Railroad.
